At a Paris m eeting, the General As­ 
sem bly of the International Biological 
Program called together representa­ 
tives from 30 nations to plan a census 
of all living things on earth. 
This is to be more than m erely a 
head count of existing life. Scientists 
are interested in learning all they can 
about the natural balances which pre­ 
vent all sorts of calam ities am ong liv­ 
ing creatures. A side effect of the study 
w as suggested by the American repre­ 
sentatives: 
“More human food supply sim ply 
m ean s more people on earth, but not 
any higher percentage of happy, con­ 
tented and useful people. It appears 
that the population will still continue to 


grow until it is again lim ited by fa m -, 
ine, m isery, disease and poverty. 
“ lf there are, however, any biolog­ 
ical com m unities which maintain th e m -1 
selves in a steady state without the im ­ 
pact of starvation, poverty, disease and 
violence, then it would be helpful to 
know about them and to use them as 
m odels in our thinking.” 
Good resource m anagem ent dem ands j 
an advanced knowledge of those re­ 
sources and their relationship to one 
another. Very little is at present known j 
about the interdependency of living 
matter on this planet as viewed from 
the vast, overall effect of one species 
upon another. 
Or as Dr. Roger Revelle of Harvard 
University stated it, the world census 
“will bring to the conscience of the 
world that w e ’re living on a space ship : 
where we cannot add anything, we can-1 
not lose anything, we must not w aste I 
anything.”

Arnett is more than just a 
great reporter with an instinct 
for being on top of the story.

grapher and his graphic pic­ 
tures have illustrated many of 
his dram atic stories from the 
battle zones. 
He also is a team man who 
takes his turn running a desk 
and digging into political tangles 
for hard-hitting 
analytical 
re­ 
ports. 


Arnett is a close associate of 
Horst Faas, Associated Press 
photographer who won the Pulit­ 
zer Prize for photography last 
year. They cover many stories 
together. 
Arnett was born in Riverton, 
New Zealand, and during his 
youth debated whether to go to 
sea or become a newspaperman 
He chose newspapering, starting 
as a desk 
man 
at 
17. Three 
veers later he became a politi- 
ca' reporter in New* Zealand’s 
capital of Wellington. He moved 
on to Australia as a reporter 
ana writer. 
Then he set out tor London s 
Fieet Street. But he ran out of 
money in 
Bangkok,

and went to work on a news 
paper there.

One such 
contact gave Arnett an exclusive 
story on a peasant with a live 
grenade imbedded in his back. 


Arnett’s belief in seeing for 
himself has produced stories and

ed with his firsthand evidence.
